STORY OF COTTON AND ITS 


MANY USES TO BE TOLD IN 


GOVERNMENT PREPARED SHOW 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2ft—(Spl>. 


—Tho story of cotton and It* many 
uses, new and otherwise, will be the 
feature of an exhibit now being pre- 
pared by the U. S. department of 
agriculture for the National Cotton 
Show held in. connection with ths 
Mid-South Fair and Dairy Show at 
Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 28-October 
5. 


In the development of the part 


of the exhibit 
pertaining to th« 
utilization of cotton, the depart- 
ment had the co-operation of the 
New Uses for Cotton committee, 
the U. S. department of commerce, 
and the Cotton Textile Insltute. 


In addition to the"xotton feature, 


the department's exhibit will in- 
clude features of interest to dairy- 
men and poultrymen and the pop- 
ular "Acres Of Diamonds" /eature 
for 4-H club boys and girls. In its 
entirety it will be the largest as- 
semblage of educational exhibits 
ever furnished by the federal de- 
partment, of agriculture 
for one 


show, covering more than 720 feet 
of aislfe space. 


Among the many newer uses of 


cotton which the exhibit will sug- 
gest is the use as bagging for bales 
of cotton. Four bales that travel- 
ed to Germany and back in "cotton 
overcoats," will be on display for 
comparison of cotton bagging with 
the jute bagging commonly used. 


Model of Graf Zeppelin. 
A small model of the Graf Zep- 


pelin will tell the story of another 
new use for cotton. More than 20,- 
000 square yards of cotton 
goods 


w.ere used m making the outer en- 
velope, or bag cover, of this famous 
airship. The 30 gas cells inside re- 
quired 40,000 square yards ofspec- 
ially woven cotton fabric- 
Great 


quantities of cotton have been used 
in the various airships built 
for 
the U. S. navy. 


Perhaps the strangest of all the 


newer uses for cotton is in the mak- 
ing of airplane propellers. In mak- 
ing propellers, cotton fabric is Im- 
pregnated with a synthetic resinous 
material and ^numerous layers are 
put together 
under 
tremendous 


pressure to form slabs from which 
the propellers are fashioned in much 
the same manner as from 
wood. 


An airplane will be in the exhibit 
to call attention to the use of cot- 
ton in the wings, fuselage cover, 
cable covering and numerous other 
parts. 


Goes Into Auto*. 
Even the automobile "consumes" 
large quantities of cotton. Legends 
attached to a model car will inform 
the visitor that 32 pounds of cot- 
ton are used in the manufacture of 
the average automobile, a quantity 
equivalent to the 
production of 


one-fifth oJTan acre. The 4,600,000 
automobiles manufactured in 1&28 
required 288,000 bales of cotton, for 
their tires, tops, upholstery, pad- 
ding, brake linings, washers, gas- 
kets, fan belts, insulating material, 
etc. 


Considerable space will be given 
to the "Bag Family" to demonstrate 
this large field of cotton utilization. 
Bags, sacks, and containers 'for all 
sorts of commodities, personified 
by grotesque faces painted on their 
"fronts," march in a long and im- 
pressive procession. 
There 
are 
sugar bags, cement bags, U. S. 
mall bags, bags for flour and salt, 
and tea "balls" and an all-cotton 
parachute, etc- 


> 
Cotton ^In the Home. 
Pour full-sized rooms of a home 


in which every textile furnishing is 
made of cotton, will b* instructive 
and Interesting as to the uses of 
cotton in the home. New ideas in 
cotton clothing for all members of 
the family will be presented, and 
also there will be an extensive dis- 
play of a wide variety of cotton 
fabrics, 
from 
the heaviest sail 
cloth to the sheerest handkerchief 
lawn. 


The utilization of cottonseed and 
its by-products in another hnport- 
ant chapter in the story of cotton 
as told in this exhibit. Dozens of 
industries are now founded on cot- 
tonseed, once a waste 
product. 


Fuzz from the seed, or llnters, is 
utilized in making paper, photo- 
graphic film, high 
explosives, la- 


and numerous other com- 
mercial products. 
Official grades 


have been established for linters, 
the higher grades being used in the 
manufacture of textiles and absorb- 
ent cotton. Cottonseed oil Is used 
extensively In the manufacture of 
soap, salad oil, and as a substitute 
for olive oil by the canning Indus- 
try. Cottonseed meal and cake are 
other by-products, useful 
in the 


feeding of livestock. 


Profitable Farm. 
" Of particular interest to the cOt- 
ton farmer will be an exhibit of a 
cotton farm showing the details and 
methods of 
management 
which 


made It a profitable 
enterprise. 


Certified 
accounts, 
records and 
other management data will be 
presented. 
Under 
the 
caption 


"Good Cotton a Community Prob- 
lem," one part of the exhibit will 
emphasize the desirability of grow- 
ing only one variety of cotton in 
the 
community. 
Another unit 
shows the various insect peatfi of 
cotton and methods of control. 
Interest in the marketing of cot- 


ton will be centered about a bulle- 
tin board on which will appear the 
Memphis market reports through- 
out the period of the show. Motion 
pictures will show 
the various 
functions .of co-operative market- 
ing associations and the enormous 
growth of the idea in the last few 
years. In 1927 cotton co-operative 
associations handled 841,000 bales, 
or 6 1-2 per cent of the crop; 
In 


1928 they handled 1,151,387 bales, 
or1 8 per cent of the crop.

IN CALIFORNIA DURING 


WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Sept. 26.— W) 


• — Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., eldest son 
of the 
late 
General Ulysses S. 
Grant, died last night at Sandberg 
Lodge, 70 miles, north of Los An- 
geles, said a message received here 
today by his son-in-law, Edmund 
C. King. No details were contaln- 
ed In the message, other than that 
*Ir. Grant had died while asleep, 
probably a victim of heart at- 
'tack. 
' Ulysses S. Grant, Jr., devoted 
his life in a business way to the 
practice of law and extensive deal- 
ings in real estate. 
He engaged in the latter activity 
in California, where he had resided 
jlnce 1893, and at one time was the 
Rxgest 
taxpayer 
In San Diego 
county. 
His interest in politics was mere- 


ly passive. He served as the riresl- 
dent's secretary during the last year 
and a half of his father'! second 
term In the white 
house, after 
which he devoted his entire time 
to his "law practice. 
From Cali- 
fornia he was chosen delegate-at- 
large to the republican national 
conventions of 189ft and 1900; 
and 
was a presidential elector-at-large 
from that state in 1904 and 1908. 
Entered Law Practice 


At the close of the second grant 
administration, the ion, Ulysses, 
established himself In New York, 
where he maintained a law office 
for 17 years. 
In 1893 his first 


wife's health 
became 
impaired, 
necessitating a change in climate, 
and the family moved to San Diego, 
Calif.

On the Pacific coast, Mr. Grant 
continued his law practice; Inter- 
ested himself in civil affairs 
and 
engaged in real estate activities, 
which eventually became extens- 
ive. He constructed 
the 
U. 8. 
Grant hotel, the first large rein- 
forced concrete building in San 
Diego. He maintained his home at 
the hotel. 


The second son of the president 
and 
commander 
of the Union 


forces in the 
Civil war, Ulysses 
Simpson Grant, Jr., was bom at 
Bethel, Ohio, July 22, 1852. At the 
. time his father, a. lieutenant in the 
army, was with the Fourth Regi- 
ment on

across the 
Isthmus of Panama. The regiment, 
v/hlch sailed from New York was 
en route to California, where the 
influx of gold seekers made it ad-

FORETELL VOLCANIC ACTION 


HILO, Island of Hawaii, Sept- 26. 


—VP>—Suspense and excitement grip- 
ped the populace of Western Ha- 
waii today after residents had been 
frightened from their homes by a 
violent earthquake, believed to be 
the forerunner of eruptions 
from 


three biff volcanoes nearby. 
The most violent quake of a se- 
ries of about 150 temblors that had 
kept the western half of the island 
aqulver for more than 24 hours, 
came shortly after 6 o'clock last 
night. Walls and buildings in the 
area fell, and 
residents rushed 


from their homes. 


So violent was the quake the 
seismograph at Kealakekua was 


ruined. It was the most 'severe 
shaking tha island has received 
within the memory of its 
oldest 
residents. 
Dr. Thomas A; Jaggar, govern- 


ment volcanologist, a few hours be- 
fore the most violent shock was 
felt, asserted the frequent quakes 
portended an eruption of one or 
more of the three large volcanoes 
on the western half of Hawaii. He 
declared all three, Kilauea, Manua- 
loa and Hualalal, might erupt sim- 
ultaneously.

POLITICS AND RELIGION MIX 


IN DRAMA OF ANCIENT JEWS 


Amidst a World in Flux and Ferment, Like Unto 


Present International Conditions, Hebrew Nation 


Came to Its Tragic Hour of Discipline. 


BY. WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


It is a sign of a grown-up brain 


to be Interested In politics, and 
especially In world affairs. 
The 


size of the unite In which a person 
thinks Is the measure of his mental 
capacity. Because man is made in 
the Image of God, he shares his 
Father's 
qualities 
of ability to 
weigh moral questions and to con- 
sider the 
world and Its. affairs. 
Kepler's 
devout, 
"I think Thy 
thoughts after Thee, O God" may 
be repeated 
by the man who 
searches Into the reasons for a na- 
tion's greatness or weakness. This 
Sunday school review of the Jew- 
ish people at the great crisis of 
their history Is sufficient warrant, 
if one be needed, for considering 
the international 
aspects of our 
time. 


When the Hebrew nations broke 
up, the world about them was in 
flux. 
Only the prophets and the 
real statesmen perceived this. The 
realignment of the nations was not 
any more 
significant 
than that 


which>we are witnessing today. In 
the past fifteen years many ancient 
empirei have disappeared, and new 
national groupings have appeared. 
Russia and China, the two largest 
Independent nations, have changed 
their status. India Is In swift pro- 
cess of transformation. 'The Otto- 
man Empire has given way to the 
Turkish Republic, which Is exert- 
ing more influence upon the life of 
Asia today than did ever any of 
the sultans. 
Arabia has become 
self-conscious, and a force amidst 
Moslem peoples' not yet generally 
understood. Egypt I* hastening to- 
ward Inevitable complete Independ- 
ence. Persia has overthrown Its 
old dynasty and Is asserting nation- 
al self 
sovereignty. 
Italy and 
Germany have been made 
over 
since the. war. 
Great Britain is 


experiencing profound changes, but 
along her 
historic 
constitutional 
lines. 


In the midst of this new and 
changing world order. It is timely 
bsyond words to consider the ex- 
perience of the ancient Hebrews 
amidst somewhat similar interna- 
tional 
transformations. Perhaps 
we shall find a clue for present use. 


An Old-fashioned View 


God deals with nations, and uses 


them in the carrying out of His 
sovereign purposes. That Is writ- 
ten on the face of the Jewish story. 
Over and over again the prophets 
proclaimed that such 
nations as 


Egypt, Assyria and Babylon were 
but Instruments of His providence, 
and held to account .by Him. This 
is the Inward significance of His 
title as "King of kings," and "Lord 
of lords." The exalted truth of Di- 
vine sovereignty, with all of its 
tremendous 
implications, 
shines 
forth from the 
Jewish history 


which has furnished the Sunday 
school lessons 
for the past six 
months. 


Next In Importance comes 
the 
startling truth that not all nations 
are alike in the eyes of God; He 
has had 
chosen peoples through 
whom he has expressed his will. 
Nationalism is taboo amongst our 
"liberal" "fhtelllgentisla" today; but 
the student of history, and especial- 
ly the Old Testament, cannot es- 
cape the plain fact It has been by 
a chosen people that God has al- 
ways done His work In the world. 
He elected the Jews to be a pecu- 
liar people, a favored nation, that 
they might be His missionaries on 
the earth. To deny this teaching is 
to discard the Old Testament en- 
tirely. And today the mightiest force 
for real Internationalism and hu- 
man progress Is a spirit of intelll 
gent patriotism and religion in in- 
dividual nations, animated by good 
will toward all the world. 


Third of the tremendous truths 
lying on the surface of this lesson 
'is the message that God punishes 
nations which are recreant to Him, 
just as He. punished the Jews of 
old. 'If GoB be God, then He is 
bound to prove TIs crown rights. 
Any real sovereignty requires the 


upholding of authority. Because He 
Is King of subordinates who have 
defied His law. Here we find our- 
selves at the heart of all law-ob- 
servance. 
Sovereignty 
departs 


when law is defied without punish- 
ment. Russia and Religion 


All sorts of political and social 


blunders were committed by the 
Jewish people. At the heart of 
them was their departure 
from 
their religion, and their disregard 
for the clear commands of Jeho- 
vas. 
We shall miss the point of 
this study unless we perceive the 
truth that back of all political ail- 
ments, back of all social Inequities, 
back of all violation of law, resides 
disloyalty to the simple verities of 
religion. Before man can hurt man 
he must offend God. A turning 
away from the will of the Lord 
precedes all crime and all sin. The 
first and root offense Is a repudia- 
tion of the sovereignty of Jehovah. 
If the Jews of old had kept true 
to God, they never would have slip- 
ped Into their other recreancies. 
Even a child should be able to see 
this: obedience to God Is the all- 
embracing loyalty, the solution of 
every possible problem. 
More Important than the outlaw- 
ry of war, or international disarma- 
ment, or a world court, Is the es- 
tablishment of simple righteousness 
and sincere religion In the hearts 
and nomes 
of the people. The 
preacher is still more powerful than 
the politician. 
^The 
new modern 
movements, largely unnoticed by 
the press, for 
better homes, for 
child welfare, for personal Ideal- 
Ism, for Sunday school expansion, 
for private and public righteousness 
may yet be regarded by future his- 
torians as the outstanding charac- 
teristics of this generation. He is 
blind to the tides of the times who 
does not perceive the rising flood 
of concern for human and spiritu- 
al values. 
By this test nations may be ap- 
praised. In all the clack and clatter 
of discussion 
concerning Russia, 
the central and most significant 
fact is generally overlooked. The 
present rulers of what her people 
once called "Holy Russia" have re- 
pudiated God, and in puerile his- 
trionics have "declared war" 
on 
Him! They are trying to root out 
religion, which they proclaim to be 
the opium of the people. Of course, 
they are falling. It seems as if 
the very storms of opposition have 
fanned into new flame the simple 
faith of the Russian people. The 
clearest evidence of the sure doom 
of the present regime in Russia is 
that it has defied the living God. 
When the Jews Came Back 


It took the collapse of their king- 
doms, and more than a lifetime of 
bitter exile, to teach the backslid- 
ing Jews that undivided loyalty to 
Jehovah is the price of liberty and 
happiness. Bitter was the lesson, 
but it was learned. After the cap- 
tivity, the Jews never again lapsed 
into idolatry, which had been their 
all-comprenhenslve sin—the puttlrig 
of other allegiances ahead of their 
allegiance to God. 
In this, the Lord was dealing with 
the Jews as with sons. The root of 
the original word "chastening"/ Is 
"child." "Whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth." It would be terrible to

So the lesson ends 
with the Jews returning to their 
land and to their restored city of 
Jerusalem and to their rebuilt tem- 
pleThus shines out the climax truth 
hat God Is compassionate and mer- 
ciful. "He will not always chide, 
neither will He keep His anger for- 
ever." For the penitent there is par- 
don and restoration. As Malachl 
proclaimed, in last week's lesson 
text; "Return unto Me, and I will 
return unto you." 
For nations as for men, the path- 


way to peace lies In a getting back 
to the God of our fathers. 
Apart 


from Him can be only misery and 
disaster. 
Simple loyalty and love

LARGE PORTION OF 


STOLEN SECURITIES 


FOUND IN MAIL BOX

The "business cycle" the- 


ory is losing ground, prob- 
ably because of late years 
prosperity has continued be- 
yond the limit indicated by 
the cycle theory. 
Stability 


has come to, be the commer- 
cial, keynote, and because 
business men anticipate sta- 
bility the recession, which 
cycle theorists have predict- 
ed has not .materialized. It 
is fortunate this country has 
concluded that the-cycle is a 
myth* for the old order of al- 
ternate periods of depres- 
sion and expansion was cost- 
ly and uneconomic. 


Those who have maintain- 


ed, convincingly, that hard 
times must follow a period 
of 
prosperity 
are false 


prophets, and the 
false 


prophet in every line of en- 
deavor is a dangerous influ- 
ence. Whether he predicts 
better things or worse, his 
subject, not consciously per- 
haps, is. apt to expect the 
prediction to come to pass, 
and to tend to shape his af- 
fairs to meet something that 
never arises. With all busi- 
ness thinking depression in- 
evitable, it is almost impos- 
sible to maintain prosperity. 


American business is con- 


sistently 
prosperous 
and 


constantly expanding

cause it does not spend all 


If it is true, as Dean 


Pound of the Harvard Law 
School says, that the law to- 
day is an outworn structure 
no longer in harmony with 
the economic 
life 
of 
the 


world, the legal profession 
faces the duty of making it 
over. The layman may dis- 
cover the flaws but cannot 
be expected to know the 
remedy. 


When legal pundits talk 


about the need for a "new 
body of laws," the average 
layman will recall the fre-

Further indication that 


adjustment of the calendar 
to modern commercial re- 
quirements has reached the 
stage of serious considera- 
tion is afforded by the un- 
dertaking of the 
United 


States Chamer of Commerce 
to conduct a country-wide 
referendum seeking the opin- 
ions of all business interests. 


The 
Chamber of Com- 


merce commits itself to no 
particular form of calendar 
revision. It points put that 
the main objsct in view is to 
establish 
by international 


agreement a division of the 
year permitting more accur- 
ate comparability 
of busi- 


ness records for 
periods 


within the year, and for 
years 
containing 
varied 


numbers 
of 
non-working 


days. The question for the 
local chambers of commerce 
to decide, is whether they 
feel that the United States 
should participate in an in- 
ternational 
conference 
to 


that end. 


That such a conference 


will result from the move- 
ment initiated by the League 
of Nations there can be little 
doubt. Whether it will be 
able to overcome the 
diffi- 


culties .imposed by the re- 
ligious aspects of calendar 
reform, and by the confusion 
which must at first 
result 


from a change, is another 
question. 


The desirability of a cal- 


endar adapted to the needs 
of commerce and uniform 
the world over is indisput- 
able. .If the pending refer- 
endum shall 
demonstrate 


that a heavy preponderance 
of business sentiment favors 
a change, a long step will 
have been taken toward ul- 
timate accomplishment.

REDUCTION IN INCOME

(AP)—A substantial

duction in taxes, favored by 
President Hoover, will be 
recommended to the regular 
sessions of 
congress next 


December by the treasury to 
become effective next March 
15, but just what form reduction 
will take has not been determined. 
It was 
learned today at 
the 


treasury that the government fi- 
nancial condition In prospect for 
the coming years is regarded 
as 
warranting a slash in taxes, and 
with this in view experts will start 
work within a week to determine 
how much of a cut can be made 
and how it will be distributed. 
Income Is Growing: 


Officials who have watched the 
government 
revenue this year, 
which at the 
close of business 
September 20 exceeded collections 
for the first two and a half months 
of the last fiscal year by $118,938,- 
480, pointed to continued prosperity 
and large income tax collections as 
the base upon which the tax re- 
duction would be made. 
Since July 1, the total govern- 
ment income has amounted to $921,- 
237,506, while the income tax col- 
lections on returns for the calen- 
dar year 1928 have totaled, up to 
September 20, approximately $1,- 
800,000,000, an increase over the 
same period of the previous year of 
approximately $271,000,000. In ad- 
dition, the treasury expects to col- 
lect approximately $600,000,000 In- 
come tax when the December pay- 
ments are made. 
With continued business prosper- 


ity experts feel income taxes will 
keep on mounting and equal if not 
pass those of the last year. It has 
been the experience of the gov- 
ernment that each time taxes have 
been reduced, collections have been 
substantially 
Increased 
through 
withdrawal of funds from tax-ex- 
empt securities and their invest- 
ment In other lines.

While not predicting that the 


prospective tax cut to be proposed 
In December would be on the $300,- 
000,000 variety, 
officials 
said it 
would be large, as present indi- 
cations are the government will end

GREEN MANURES 
Green manures 
that 
can be 


grown In the fall and early spring 
when the ground Is not being fully 
utilized by garden crops help to 
solve the difficult problem of keep- 
Ing up soil fertility. 


Gardeners not so fortunate as to 


have their own cow or chickens 
know the 
difficulty of obtaining 
satisfactory manure forthls pur- 
pose. 


Much can be done by growing 
soil-Improvement crops In seasons 
when the ground Is not Intensely 
used otherwise; In the north this is 
In late sumer andm fall, extending 
somewhat into late spring for some 
of the ground..while in the extreme 
south It Is more during the sum- 
mer. 


Crops 
should be chosen that 
thrive in those seasons when the 
land may be released for the pur- 
pose, and then be turned under a 
week or tv.j before the ground is 
needed for the next crop. 


One of the standard combinations 


for this is rye with hairy vetch. 
The rye provides a support for the 
vetch and some winter protection 
and adds some organic matter to 
the soil; the vetch, being a legum- 
inous plant, also adds nitrogenous 
matter. 


On well-drained soils this com- 
bination seems to winter wel even 
as far north as Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Maine. The crops should be 
sown at least six to eight weeks be- 
fore freezing weather, at the rate 
of one pound of rye to 400 square 
feet of garden, and half as much of 
vetch. 
, 


Farther south, crimson clover Is 
often used for this purpose. It is 
best to use unhulled seed or seed In 
the chaff, unless the ground is 
known to be thoroughly inoculated 
with the bacteria which stimulate 
the growth of crimson clover. Seed- 
ins; shoud be at the rate of one 
pound per 800 square feet for the 
chaff seed and one pound for 2,000 
square feet for the hulled. 


When the ground can be released 
in summer, cowpeas or soybeans 
may be used; In the early spring 
Canada field peas are suitable when 
the ground is available. 
It is well to stimulate such plants 
by the use of some superphosphate 
and potash so as to get a maximum 
growth, and a liberal application of 
the fertilizers will directly help the 


IN THE GARDEN 
succeeding crops. 
When the plants have attained 
a maximum growth or the ground 
Is needed for the next crop, the 
growth should be plowed or spaded 
under. 
Sometimes an application 


of lime Is helpful, especially if the 
growth has beenvery heavy.

GAUGE PRODUCTION, 
GOVERNMENT AGAIN 
WARNS AGRICULTURE 


By FRANK I. WELLER 


WASHINGTON—HV-For the sec- 
ond time the government has made 
a momentous appeal to American 
farmers to go cautiously In plan- 
ning a new crop. A year ago it 
was potatoes; this year It Is wheat. 
In view of the general tendency 


for expansion of acreage in the 
principal exporting countries, says 
the department of agriculture, it 
seems very doubtful whether prices 
of wheat in world markets in the 
next few years will average much 
above the levels of the last six 
years, unless unfavorable condi- 
tions result in a series of usually 
low yields. 


Whether the warning will be 


heeded Is problematical. It wasn't 
In regard to potatoes and serious 
overproduction ruined prices and 
left field upon field unharvested. 
The federal farm board Is in ac- 
tion, a great national cooperative Is 
being set up for the wheat inter- 
ests, and growers generally are in- 
clined to see better days ahead.

WORK ON HIGHWAY 
THROUGH COUNTY IS 


BEING SPEEDED UP 


From the present outlook and 
the progress which has been made 
during recent weeks in the con- 
struction of the Federal highway 
No. 75, the dump, bridges and the 
18-foot concrete slab will likely be 
completed entirely 
through Na- 
varro county during 1930, J. W. Al- 
ger, resident State highway engi- 
neer, states. The contractors hav- 
ing the dump and drainage struc- 
ture work In the 
county 
have 
made fast progress during the sum- 
mer and if nothing unforseen oc- 
curs, the highway promises to be 
completed next year. 
Speaking of the Highway 31 from 
Corsicana east, the engineer states 
that in the event that the commis- 
sioners' court of Henderson coun- 
ty appropriates the $25,000 to match 
that voted by the Navarro county 
commissioners' court Monday, it is 
his opinion that the bridge will be 
constructed within the next 
few 
months and that after the Highway 
No. 31 Is concreted in Consolidated 
Road District No. 1 for a distance 
of 9.3 miles it was likely that the 
road would be opened and graded 
to the Trinity river, line between 
Navarro and Henderson counties. 
Henderson county has funds for 
the Improvement of the highway, it 
was stated, and the skip between 
the eastern boundary of Consolidat- 
ed road district No. 1 two miles 
east of Powell and the Trinity riv- 
er, would be graded up.

CAPTAIN STEVENS 
AMBUSHED SHORTLY 


AFTER STILL HUD 


BATTLE OCCURRED ON HIGH- 


WAT SHORT DISTANCE 


FROM SAN ANTONIO 


SAN ANTONIO, Sept. 25. 


— (AP) — Captain Charles 
Stevens, veteran prohibition 
enforcement 
officer, 
who 


was ambushed and shot in a 
gun battle on the Pleasanton 
road early today, died at 
12:40 p. m. 


SAN ANTONIO, Sept. 25.—M- 
Captaln Choi-let Stevens, 
federal 
prohibition officer, was 
critically 
wounded today in & gun fight with 
thre or four men believed to be 
bootleggers eight miles from San 
Antonio on the Pleasanton 
road 


when he, with pat Murphy, anoth- 
er federal agent, were returning 
from a raid on a still In Atascosa 
county. 
Stevens was rushed 
to Santa 
Rosa hospital by Murphy and R. 
H. Hirzel, third agent participating 
in the raid, who. was driving ahead 
of Stevens and Murphy with a wo- 
man prisoner In her automobile 
when the two agents In Stevens' 
car were attacked. 
Stevens had buckshot wounds In 
the abdomen and a gaping; revolver 
wound In his chest near the heart 
Blood transfusions were resorted 
to in an effort to save the officer's 
life.The pitched battle on the road- 
side was believed by officers to 
have been connected with the raid 
on the still in Atacosa county, the 
county In which Stevens, last Aug- 
ust 2, shot and killed Tom Chand- 
ler, 43-year-old alleged bootlegger, 
at his homo In Poteet. 
Take Woman Prisoner. 


According to Murphy, operators 


of the still escaped when he, Stev- 
ens , and Hirzel made 
the 
raid. 
When the three agents were com- 
ing back to San Antonio in Stev- 
ens' car, Murphy said, they came 
upon a woman, who had parked her 
automobile In a manner to partial- 
ly block the road, and who was be- 
having queerly and flashing a spot- 
light in a manner 
suggesting a 


warning signal. 
The trlol decided Hirzel should 
take her on to town In her auto- 
mobile and that Murphy and Stev- 
ens would follow in the latter's car. 
About 70 yards further down the 
road, after Hirzel and the woman 
had gotten a good distance beyond 
them, Murphy said, men in ambush 
on either side of the road opened 
fire with rifles and shutguns. Mur- 
phy said he believed there were 
three or four, or perhaps more, men 
firing. 
The officers, armed with 
rifles and pistols, returned the fire. 


Murphy reported he was sure he 
had hit two of their assailants, one 
on either side of the road. In the 
midst of the 
fighting, 
Stevens' 
body received the charge from the 
shot gun and pistol, and the an- 
tagonists fled. 
In the meantime, 
Hirzel 
had 
heard the shooting and turned back 
to rejoin his comrades. He found 
Murphy, uninjured, ministering to 
the fallen Stevens. 
The woman was held. 
Prohibition, detective and sher- 


iff's department* detained 
eight 
people for questioning. One man, 
said to be a police character, was 
put In jail after he admitted a hat 
found at the scene of the-ambush- 
ing was his. A car used by the 
gunmen was also identified as his. 


A written statement 
indicating 
that the ambushing was carefully 
planned and naming four men In 
addition to her husband, was made 
to prohibition agents and city de- 
tectives by Mrs. Theresa Guajardo. 
Her husband, Pete Guajardo, who 
was shot in the highway gun bat- 
tle, was at a hospital with a seri- 
ous bullet wound In the abdomen. 
Carl Jackson of F6rt Worth, pro- 
hibition administrator for Texas, 
came to San Antonio to head the 
Investigation for the government. 


Captain Verne Miller, deputy ad- 
ministrator in charge of San An- 
tonio, was in Houston, but was ex- 
pected to return later with Geo.

SENATE COMMITTEE BEGINS 


PROBE OF QUALIFICATIONS 
OF FARM BOARD MEMBERSHIP 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. —</P>— 


Chairman Legge 
of 
the federal 
farm board today related his past 
connections with,, the farming In- 
dustry and with the International 
Harvester company before the sen- 
ate agricultural committee which 
began consideration of the nomina- 
tions of board members who have 
been serving under recess appoint- 
ments since the board was organ- 
ized early in the summer. 


The entire membership of the 


board was present at the commit- 
tee session, and fifteen of the sev- 
enteen members of the committee 
were at hand. The two absentee 
senators were Norrls, republican, 
Nebraska, and Sheppard, farmer- 
labor, Minnesota. In addition Sen- 
ator Brookhart, republican, Iowa, 
was preesnt and was permitted to 
participate in questioning the board 
members. 


In opening the hearing, Chairman 
MoNary explained that It was cus- 
tomary to call appointees for Im- 
portant offices 
to examine their 
qualifications. 


Chairman Legge then was called 
to testify. 
In response to ques- 


tioning from McNary, he said ha 
had served as head of the Inter- 
national Harvester company and 
that prior to his work with that 
concern he had long been connected 
with agricultural pursuits, princi- 
pally livestock. He said he held a 
small fraction of one percent of 


stock In the Harvester company, 
adding he had no connection what- 
ever with any grain exchange but 
he had a few shares In railroad 
companies. 


Program Outlined 
Under further 
questioning by 


Chairman McNary the witness out- 
lined the general program of the 
road. 


Asked if the board had been set 
up to take care of this year's crop, 
Legge replied: 


"To some extent. We cannot do 
everything In 
sixty days. Some 


folks think we ought to build a lot 
of elevators and so on, but our time 
has not been long." 


McNary 
inquired whether the 
board required cooperatives to ex- 
haust their own resources of credit 
before $500,000,000 farm relief fund 
would be used. 


The chairman felt that all the 
board could do was to make sup- 
plemental loans except In a few 
cases. 


Senator Caraway, democrat, Ark- 
ansas, took issue with this view, 
saying he thought that was not the 
intent of congress, while Legge 
said he understood the farm bill 
intended the fund to be used as 
supplemental financing and not pri- 
mary. 


"If you want us to finance all 
agriculture you will have to j?lve us 
$10,000,000,000 instead of $500,000,- 
000," 
Legge said.

report to Governor Moody.

governor Is expected to adopt im- 
mediately any recommendation the 
officers may make- 


Bangers Are Reticent 
Calhoun and the Rangers declin- 
ed to reveal what .suggestions they 
would make to General Wolters. 
The Rangers continued their search 
for data, missing since 
Holmes' 


death, which the prosecutor had In 
tended to present to the federal 
grand jury at Amarlllo in liquor 
cases. 


Local officers could not be reach- 


ed for expressions. They became 
reticent after 
Ranger 
Captain 
Frank Hamer 
charged 
he had 
found evidence of a criminal con- 
spiracy between city and county 
authorities. 


Sentiment among excited towns- 
people on the question of martial 
law was somewhat divided. Some 
said the town where 23 murders In 
its three years of existence 
had 
gone unpunished1, would be cleaned 
up as it had not been since its set- 
tlement. Others said the "prema- 
ture" announcement of possible ac- 
tion by tln> military had allowed 
bootleggers and other law violators 
to flee, decreasing effectiveness of 
th« move.

General Wolters Is an old hand 


at use of the restorative power of 
martial law. In 1915 he rode Into 
Galveston at the head of his troops 
to protect .property moved out of 
houses during a flood. That time 
he stayed only a few days, but he 
went back again In 1B20 during the 
administration of Mayor Charles E. 
Keenan. 
His men 
occupied the 


town for two months while a bu- 


bonic plague was under way and 
the city was unable to get men to 
serve on the police force because 
the tcmpestous situation afforded 
better 
opportunities 
for making 


money.

that only 35,000 persons are taxed 
on incomes of $3,750 or more. 
For several years there has been 


on foot movement from the higher 
to the lower grades of taxable In- 
come. Comparing the year 1926-7 
with the year 1925-6, the greatest 
diminution of taxable income was 
In the grade $25,000 and more. It 
amounted to 26.7 per cent. The other 
grades In which considerable de- 
creases 
occurred were $8,250 to 


$7,500 (21.7 per cent) and $20,000 
to $25,000 (14.3 per cent). 


The rates are so graded 
that 
apart from those who escape taxa- 
tion altogether most of the tax Is 
paid by a few. The federal In- 
come tax yielded $33,356,770 
in 
1926-7 ancj $28,248,230 of this was 
paid by the 35,104 persons whose 
taxable Incomes were 
$3,750 or 


more. The 190,294 whose incomes 
were less than $3,750 contributed 
only $4,190,040. 
The rate of taxation increases 


so heavily as Income rises, that 
1,734 
persons—those In the $25,000 
and more class—paid 
more than 
three times as much as the 190,294 
who were taxed on incomes of less 
than $3,750.

BATTLE OCCURRED ON HIGH- 


WAT SHORT DISTANCE 


FROM SAN ANTONIO

bootleggers eight miles from San 
Antonio on the Pleasanton road 
when he, with Pat Murphy, anoth- 
er federal agent, were returning 
from a raid on a still In AUacosa 
county. 
Stevens was rushed 
to Santa 
Rosa hospital by Murphy and R 
H. Hlrzel, third agent participating 
in the raid, who. was driving ahead 
of Stevens and Murphy with a wo- 
man prisoner in her 
automobile 


when the two agents In Stevens' 
car were attacked. 
Stevens had buckshot wounds In 
the abdomen and a gaping revolver 
wound in his chest near the heart. 
Blood transfusions -were resorted 
to in an effort to save the officer's 
life.The pitched battle on the road- 
side was believed by officers to 
have been connected with the raid 
on the still in Atacpsa county, the 
county in which Stevens, last Aug- 
ust 2, shot and killed Tom Chand- 
ler, 43-year-old alleged bootlegger, 
at his homo In Poteet. 
Take Woman Prisoner. 
According to Murphy, operators 


of the still escaped when he, Stev- 
ens , and Hlrzel made 
the 
raid. 


When the three agents were com- 
ing back to San Antonio In Stev- 
ens' car, Murphy said, they came 
upon a woman, who had parked her 
automobile In a manner to partial- 
ly block the road, and who was be- 
having queerly and flashing a spot- 
light in a manner 
suggesting * 
warning signal. 
The trlol decided Hlrzel should 
take her on to town in her auto- 
mobile and that Murphy and Stev- 
ens would follow in the latter's car. 


About 70 yards further down the 
road, after Hlnel and the woman 
had gotten a good distance beyond 
them, Murphy said, men in ambush 
on either side of the road opened 
fire with rifles and shutguns. Mur- 
phy said he believed there were 
three or four, or perhaps more, men 
firing. 
The officers, armed with 
rifles and pistols, returned the fire. 


Murphy reported he was sure he 
had hit two of their assailants, one 
on either side of the road. In the 
midst of the 
fighting, 
Stevens' 


body received the charge from the 
shot gun and pistol, and the an- 
tagonists fled. 
In the meantime, 
Hlrzel 
had 
heard the shooting and turned back 
to rejoin his comrades. He found 
Murphy, uninjured, ministering to 
the fallen Stevens. 
The woman was held.

people for questioning. One man, 
earn to be a police character, was 
put in jail after he admitted a hat 
found at the scene of the-ambush- 
ing was his. A car used by the 
gunmen was also identified as his.

SENATE COMMITTEE BEGINS

Chairman Legge 
of the federal 
farm board today related his past 
connections with the farming In- 
dustry and with the International 
Harvester company before the sen- 
ate agricultural qommlttee which 
began consideration of the nomina- 
tions of board members who have 
been serving under recess appoint- 
ments since the board was organ- 
ized early in the summer. 


The entire membership of the 
board was present at the commit- 
tee session, and fifteen of the sev- 
enteen members of the committee 
were at hand. 
The two absentee 
senators were Norris, republican, 
Nebraska, and Sheppard, farmer- 
labor, Minnesota. In addition Sen- 
ator Brookhart, republican, Iowa, 
was preesnt and was permitted to 
participate in questioning the board 
members. 


In opening the hearing, Chairman 
MoNary explained that It was cus- 
tomary to call appointees for Im- 
portant offices 
qualifications. 
to examine their 


Chairman Legge then was called 
to testify. 
In response to ques- 
tioning from UcNary, he said he 
had served as head of the Inter- 
national Harvester company and 
that prior to hlg work with that 
concern he had long been connected 
with agricultural 
pursuits, princi- 


pally livestock. He said he held a 
small fraction of one percent of 


stock In the Harvester company, 
adding he had no connection what- 
ever with any grain exchange but 
he had a few shares in railroad 
companies. 


Program Outlined 
Under further 
questioning by 
Chairman McNary the witness out- 
lined the general program of the 
road. 


Asked if the board had been set 
up to take care of this year's crop, 
Legge replied: 


"To some extent. We cannot do 
everything in 
sixty days. 
Some 


folks think we ought to build a lot 
of elevators and so on, but our time 
has not been long." 


McNary 
inquired whether the 
board required cooperatives to ex- 
haust their own resources of credit 
before $500,000,000 farm relief fund 
would be used. 


The chairman felt that all the 
board could do was to make sup- 
plemental loans except In a few 
cases. 


Senator Caraway, democrat, Ark- 


ansas, took issue with this 
view, 
saying he thought that was not the 
intent of congress, while Legge 
said he understood the farm bill 
intended the fund to be used as 
supplemental financing and not pri- 
mary. 


"If you want us to finance all 
agriculture you will have to five us 
$10,000,000,000 Instead of $500,000,- 
000," Legge said.

The 190,294 whose Incomes 
were less than $3,750 contributed 
only $4,190,040. 
The rate of taxation increases 


so heavily as income rises, that 
1,734 
persons—those In the $25,000 
and more class—paid more than 
three times as much as the 190,294 
who were taxed on Incomes of less 
than $3,750.
